I am no disciple of Terpsichore. 
When I was graduating from High 
School, our Class Prophetess foretold for 
me a famous career as a fashionable 
dancing-master. I have since had 
many reasons to doubt her inspiration. 
At any rate, I have danced but twice. 
The first time was in a dimly-lighted 
fish-house on the coast of Labrador; 
the second was under the midnight sun 
of desolate Greenland. 

We were anchored in Cape Charles 
Harbor, after our collision with an ice¬ 
berg. Temporary repairs were neces¬ 
sary before we could proceed on our 
journey. The ship’s carpenter was 
taking his own time. Several days had 
already been spent by us climbing the 
bleak hills of Labrador, photographing 
the fishermen's huts and admiring the 
many beautiful icebergs floating or 
stranded near the shore. The rocks had 
been splintered by the geologist’s ham¬ 
mer ; the hollows and hillsides had been 


despoiled by lichen-loving botanists ; the 
simple-hearted codfish had been beguiled 
from his childhood’s home by cruel sons of 
Walton. We had become surfeited with 
Labrador and longed for the amenities of 
civilized society. Then someone proposed 
a dance. 

Mr. Pye’s fish-house was made ready for 
the ball The electric glare of three lan¬ 
terns was shed over brave men in hunting 
coats, sweaters and Arctic boots and fair 
women with straight-combed hair, sole- 
leather complexions, and hands gloved 
only in the calloused cuticle of unremit¬ 
ting toil, Besides the fishing people were 
the Eskimos (for there are Eskimos in 
Labrador as well as in Greenland) Clara 
and May and Willie and old Peter with 
his fiddle. Three strings only he had, but 
I am sure from the sound that each repre¬ 
sented at least half a dozen separate and 
distinct feline sacrifices. 

The belles of Labrador did not know 
the American dances. We had to teach 
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them. Mr. Perry acted as prompter. 
Perry had never been prophecied about. 
But genius needs no prophecy. It rises 
with the occasion. Perry’s calls were few 
but effective. “Swing your partner,’’ and 
“Swing the corners!” “All-ee-men-left 
and all-ee-women-right! ” “ Embrace the 

opposite lady ! ” O, that dance ! Even 
as I write I can see that motley crowd. 
In the same set with me were an ex-mayor 
of Cleveland, a University Professor and a 
theological student, all tripping together 
the light fantastic Arctic boot. “ The 
pipers piped loud and louder”—no they 
didn’t; but “the dancers quick and 
quicker flew.” The lanterns kept time to 
the fiddle. The extra nets, floats and 
other fishing paraphernalia began to live. 
Even the salt herring in the barrels flapped 
their tails. Old Peter became a 19th 
century Orpheus. 

What those Labrador girls, who knew 
not how to read or write, and had never 
seen a large steam ship before, or a city, 
thought of Yankee dances, is not recorded. 
Not being troubled with heart disease, 
they survived. And they seemed to enjoy 
themselves. 

Then the Eskimos danced what they 
called “The Fore and Aft.” Two of the 
natives gave us a “Cape Breton Break¬ 
down. 3 ’ When we put off to our ship, 
singing “After the Ball,” lanterns were no 
longer needed. The icebergs were mag¬ 
nificent in the rising sun. 

The Eskimos of West Greenland are 
passionately fond of music. Every pleas¬ 
ant night during our stay there, an open- 
air dance was held in front of the 
Governor’s house. From their cabins or 
igloos the women came tripping over the 
rocks with a peculiar elastic step, so dif¬ 
ferent from the clumsy fisher-maiden of 
Labrador. Each was dressed in her Sun¬ 
day best, jacket of calico, sealskin knick¬ 
erbockers with bright side stripes, gaily 
trimmed knee boots. No chaperones. 


And every Greenlander a born flirt. From 
under their black eye-lashes they look so 
coyly as half to tempt one to turn Eskimo, 
build himself a kayak and live on blubber 
and raw fish for the rest of his days. 

The music again is the violin, this time 
with accordion accompaniment. No in¬ 
troductions are needed. You pick your 
lady, or she picks you, and the dance be¬ 
gins. Unique, original, and the best fun 
you ever had in your life: 

One, two, three, four ; 

Stamp-your-feet. 

One, two, three, four ; 

Turn-around. 

One, two, three, four ; 

Wink-your-eye. 

One, two, three, four ; 

Shake-your-finger—at your part¬ 
ner, who does the same to you, with a 
roguish expression in the corner of her 
eye. As you keep step with your brown¬ 
cheeked, flat-nosed, lithe-limbed, North¬ 
ern Venus, next you prances a Yale Pro¬ 
fessor of seventy odd years ; 

“The gay grandsire, skilled in gestic art, 
Has frisked beneath the burden of three¬ 
score.” 

Next him, a Harvard Sophomore; and then 
the Anglo-maniac, whose picture we 
caught with an Eskimo girl on his lap. 
When we threatened to send it to his 
wife — but “that’s another story,” as Kip¬ 
ling wisely remarks. E. P. L. 


Bradley Institute Lectures 

On Friday evening, Jan. 21st, occurred 
Mr. O. J. Bailey’s lecture on “The Young 
Man in Human Progress.” He* said that 
the history of human progress commenced 
when the different branches of the known 
family went forth from Shrinar’s Plain to 
seek new homes, to found new govern¬ 
ments and new religions. Human pro¬ 
gress is also founded upon social and civil 
institutions, government, industry, com- 
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merce and war, and with these must be 
mentioned religion, literature, science and 
art. 

Before a man can have an aspiration for 
higher developement, he must have mate¬ 
rial prosperity to some degree. History 
teaches us that some of the greatest lead¬ 
ers in civil, social and religious life are 
young men. Mr. Bailey mentioned Solon, 
Pericles, Demosthenes, Philip of Macedon 
and Alexander—as some of the great 
young men who have ranked high in 
affairs of state. He then showed how 
many of the noble men who signed the 
Declaration of Independence, were men 
who had not yet reached middle age. 
Daniel Webster and Wendell Phillips, 
when but young, were great promoters of 
the republic’s progress. In religion many 
of the reformers have been young men, 
and in philosophy and science, also, they 
have been in the lead. So it was in the 
case of many of our intellectual heroes. 

In conclusion Mr. Bailey said that 
“Youth” is the best time for action, for 
then body and mind are vigorous, and 
there is every incentive for advancement. 
To make any success in the lines of pro¬ 
gress, truth, honesty and integrity of pur¬ 
pose, decision and firmness are indispens¬ 
able These fit one for either the highest 
or lowest places, and all future progress 
depends upon the young man of the pres¬ 
ent. 

Mrs. Nellie Sawyer Kedzie, of the In¬ 
stitute Faculty, spoke P'ebruary 4th on a A 
Trip to the Yosemite Valley.” She first 
described the various beauties and many 
resources of California, and the discovery 
of the Yosemite Valley. She then told 
her listeners of a very pleasant trip which 
she had made to this place. Mrs. Kedzie 
described the scenic grandure, and the 
rugged beauty, and illustrated her lecture 
by some very fine stereoptican views of 
the valley. 

February 18th, Prof. Albion W. Small, 


of the University of Chicago, lectured up¬ 
on “ Modern Socialism.” Prof. Small first 
stated that Socialism is not Sociology, 
and that Socialism represents problems 
which should occupy the attention of 
every loyal citizen. He said the question 
of Socialism has existed ever since the 
theories of Plato, and also that Socialism 
is a phase of mental developement. It is 
likewise an indication of the progress of 
industrial reorganization. Socialism must 
come by a gradual growth or all the pre¬ 
cedents of evolution will be violated. Its 
strength is in the demonstration of social 
evils. 

Prof. Small then gave several questions 
which a man must be able to answer be¬ 
fore he can deal intelligently with present 
social problems, and concluded his lecture 
by describing the two prevailing kinds of 
Socialists.

Every number of the entire program was 
excellent.

Li Hung Chang graduated at the head 
of a class of 15,000. 
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When Mrs. Bradley gave Bradley Insti¬ 
tute to the City of Peoria, it was predicted 
that gifts from other sources would soon 
follow. This prediction has already be¬ 
gun to be fulfilled and Bradley Institute 
is rejoicing over the arrival of a munifi¬ 
cent gift of about 4,000 volumes of valua¬ 
ble government publications presented by 
the United States government. 

Some time ago Mr. J. S. Stevens, of this 
city, wrote to the Hon. J. V. Graff, Con¬ 
gressman from this district, asking him 
upon what terms a full set of the Con¬ 
gressional Records from the beginning of 
the Constitutional Congress to the present 
time, could be obtained for the Institute. 
Mr. Graff found that it would be very 
difficult to secure them even by purchase 
and then only for a large sum. Mr. L. C. 
Ferrel, of Chicago, Superintendent of Doc¬ 
uments, told Mr. Graff that he would see 
if a complete set could be gotten together 
and donated to the Institute. This was 
accomplished and led to the enlargement 
of the donation, which now includes prac¬ 
tically every important government publi¬ 
cation from the time of the first issue up 
to the present time. Senator Cullom 
kindly waived his right to a number of the 


earlier volumes so that the set is prac¬ 
tically complete. Mr. Ferrel says that 
Bradley Institute is probably the only in¬ 
stitution in the State of Illinois which 
owns a complete set of government rec¬ 
ords. 

The greater part of the books are bound 
in sheep-skin and are in excellent condi¬ 
tion, although a few of the earlier volumes 
will need to be rebound. An exact list 
was prepared by the Superintendent of 
Documents and forwarded by Mr. Graff 
to Mr. Stevens several weeks ago. 

The Institute cannot adequately ex¬ 
press its appreciation of this magnificent 
and valuable gift and its gratitude to 
those who have been instrumental in ob¬ 
taining it.

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Athletic 

It is by no means an easy problem, in 
an institution of this grade, to formulate 
a plan of athletic government which will 
prove satisfactory to the entire student 
body, and to the officers of instruction as 
well. To some extent, at least, we must 
be governed by the experience of other 
institutions. 

In at least one of the educational in¬ 
stitutions of the East we find athletics 
controlled entirely by the student body. 
In perhaps the foremost university of the 
West, we find athletics holding practically 
the same place in the school curriculum 
as any department of instruction. Here 
we have the two extremes, while in the 
majority of our schools and colleges we 
find some form of government which util¬ 
izes the main principles involved in the 
two examples given above. 

Now, it must be admitted that the ath¬ 
letic side of a student’s life is ever in¬ 
creasing in importance, and whatever the 
method of management may be, it must 
in some way center responsibility upon 
some one person, or upon some few indi¬ 
viduals. Here we have already seen the 
folly of vesting the power of athletic con¬ 
trol in a student athletic association. The 
demands for something more definite in 
the way of general management have 
been shown and, after due consideration, 
an Athletic Board has been formed, which 
in its make-up represents both students 
and instructors. The present board con¬ 
sists of four members of the Faculty and 
four students, one from each division of 
the Institute. Each student is elected 
from his respective division. In the rules 
and regulations governing this Board, 
which have been adopted by the proper 
authorities, the following is noticeable: 
“This Board shall have full control of all 
athletics of the Institute, subject only to 
appeal to, or veto of the Faculty, or the 
Board of Trustees.” Here we have a body 


which is democratic in its nature, repre¬ 
senting all departments of the colleges. 
Being authorized to act by the proper 
authorities, it must have the following 
necessary features—responsibility, author¬ 
ity, a just standing with boards of athletic 
control in other institutions and, what is 
of no small importance, the power to de¬ 
cide all questions pertaining to the make¬ 
up of teams, which is so important to the 
reputation of a college, 

It is the general impression that the 
forming of this Athletic Board is a step 
in the right direction. Already the Board 
has done what our old athletic associa¬ 
tion could not have done, and it is only to 
be hoped that the future will prove it 
capable of placing athletics upon a firm 
and substantial basis, to be recognized 
and pointed to with pride by other insti¬ 
tutions throughout the country. 

We all, no doubt, have pictured in our 
minds an ideal future for athletics here at 
the Institute. Let us remember that it is 
not the quantity, but the quality in all 
things that counts for the most good. The 
Board of Athletics can do but little if it 
does not have the hearty co-operation of 
the entire student body. We must be 
mutual in our endeavors to build up this 
department of student life.

Second. This Board shall have full 
control of all athletics of the Institute, 
subject only to appeal or veto of the Fac¬ 
ulty or to the Board of Trustees. This 
Board shall draw up rules governing ath¬ 
letics and enforce the same. It shall 
decide all questions of eligibility, profes¬ 
sionalism, absence of the teams from the 
Institute, etc. 

Third. The Director of the Institute 
shall be Chairman of the Board, and a 
Secretary-Treasurer shall be appointed by 
him. In case of absence of the Chairman, 
the Board shall elect a temporary Chair¬ 
man. 

Fourth. Two-thirds shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Fifth. The Manager of each athletic 
team shall be appointed by this Board. 
He shall be personally responsible to the 
Board, and at the end of his term of office, 
or at such other times as the Board may 
require, he shall make a complete report 
in writing to the Board, of all matters 
pertaining to his team and a full statement 
of the finances of the same. 

Sixth. Each athle.ic team of the In¬ 
stitute shall elect its Captain, subject to 
the approval of the Board. 

Seventh. Pending the formation of 
more specific Rules on the subject of 
eligibility, the following General Rules 
shall govern: 

1. No student not a bona fide member 
of the Institute shall play on any Institute 
team. 

2. No person who has ever used, or is 
using, his athletic skill for gain, shall be 
allowed to play on any Institute team. 

3. No student shall be a member of an 
Institute team who, in the opinion of this 
Board, is unfit in any way for such mem¬ 
bership. 


4. Ungentlemanly conduct on the part 
of any member of an Institute team while 
with the team, shall disqualify him from 
participation in public contests for such 
time as this Board shall determine.
